Revisions of the Workingmen’s Compensation act were under 
review in the provincial legislature Friday afternoon, the act being 
again relinquished with a progress report in committee. 

One important widening of the act was proposed by Alex. Ross, 
Labor member for Centre Calgary, when he submitted an amend- 
ment calling for the inclusion of about 5,500 railway employees who 
are now outside the scope of the act.

He explained that the amendments 
proposed raising the basis of compen- 
sation from $10 to as high as $16 a 
week, instead of from $10 to $12 as 
formerly. He agreed with the mem- 
ber for Centre Calgary that this sum 
was low enough. The maximum coni- 
pensation of $2500 for permanent to- 
tal disability was not altered.

OTTAWA, March 14.—It seems pretty certain that the principle 
of the War Times Elections act, with its effect of disfrancHising all 
alien enemies, will be continued, but in a somewhat modified way in 
the new Federal Franchise act. The ban may be lifted to five or to 
ten years, and it ia probable also that the disfranchisement may apply 
only to such as have been naturalized in the last ten years. More- 
over, a distinction will be made between the regular alien enemies 
and those of a nationaiity which in part has been sympathetic to the 
Allies. The latter would be allowed the vote

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METHODIST CHURCH PLANS TO 
RAISE $8,000,000 FOR CANADA _ 
MISSIONS IN NEXT FIVE YEARS 


Rev. C. E. Manning, Secretary of Home Missions Department, Makes 
Address in McDougall Church Outlining Plan of Great Co- 
operative Campaign—Problem of Reaching Foreigners 


To a gathering of men representing 
the Methodist churches of the city, 


held in McDougall church Friday ev- 
ening, Rev. C. BE. Manning, secretary 


of the home mission department of 
that denomination, gave an intereet- 
ing address outlining the plans of the 


missionary branch, involving a co- 
operative movement to raise a large 
sum of money for missionary enter- 
prises during the next five yeare. 

Mr, Manning referred to the cam- 
paign being undertaken by the Meth- 
odist churches In the United States 
to raise $80,000,000 for this purpose 
and described the events which have 
led to the decision by the Methodist, 
Presbyterian, Anglican, Baptist and 
Congregational churches of Canada to 
inaugurate a similar campaign in this 
country, So far as the Methodist 
church is concerned, it is planned to 
raise $8,000,000 for missionary work 
covering the next five years, while 
other denominations will raise corres- 
ponding amounts. 

National Organization 

A mational organization, under the 
chairmanship of G, H. Wood, of Tor- 
onto, has been affected with G, A. 
Warburton ae director, and the whole 
church population of the above named 
denominations will be organized on 
lines similar to those which charac- 
terized the Victory loan campaign, 
accarding to Mr. Manning. 
to be undertaken and for the prose- 
will be required were given by Mr. 
Manning and he made the statement 
that so far as the work at home was 
concerned he was pretty well per- 
suaded that tn respect to the Euro- 
pean foreigners the greatest emount 
of benefit would accrue from the de- 
velopment of the educational features 
of the churches’ activities, rather than 
those of a purely religious character. 
He felt that young men who were at- 
tracted to the Christlan ministry 
could perhaps be of the greatest ser- 
vice by offering themselves as public 
schoo] teachers and devoting five, ten 
or twenty years teaching the children 
of foreign born settlers. 

Foreigners Hold Balance of Power 

The speaker referred ta the fact 
that in Saskatchewan 47 per cent, 
of the people were European foreign- 
ers and in that province those people 
really held the balance of power. In 
his estimation great care should be 
exercised in granting naturalization 
privileges. He believed that in only 
very rare cases indeed should natur- 
alization be given to a man who came 
to Canada over fifty years of age. He 
would give, first the right to vote 
in municipal affairs; then in eay, three 
years, the privilege of the franchise 
in provincial ‘elections might be grant- 
ed with another period of from five to 
years before the right to vote in fed- 
eral elections should be accorded, In 
no case, however, should any Euro- 
pean foreigner be allowed to yote who 
could not read and write the English 
language. 

The English emphasized the great 
value, in his opinion, of the educa- 
tional work among the children of the 
foreign born, contending that the first 
duty of the church should not be to 
make them Methodists but to make 
ahem go00d citizens anid Christiane 
rather than to secure formal attach- 
ment to any particular church or de- 
nomination, 

Mr. Manning will preach in the 


Metropolitan church on Sunday morn- 
ing and in McDougall at night, both 
services being in the interests of the 
missionary department of the Meth- 
edist church.

The Auditor-General’s report

The 5 per cent Public Service 
Loan in New York, 1916, for $75,- 
000,000, cost $4,098,580, or $5.46 
per hundred dollars. 

The Dominion of Canada War 
Loan, 1915, of $100,000,000, cost 
$3,408,358, or $3.41 per hundred 
dollars, 

The 5 per cent. Dominion of 
Canada War Loan, October 1916, 
of $100,000,000, cost $3,539,410, or 
$3.54 per hundred dollars. 

The first Liberty Loan issued 
in the United States in 1917 was 
for two billion dollars, @nd the 
cost of issuing $2,762,536, or 13- 
9-10 cents per hundred dallors. 

The second Liberty Loan in 1917 
brought in $3,808,766,150, and cost 
$5,539,062, or 14 3-10 cents per 
hundred dollars. 

The third Liberty Loan in 1918 


produced $4,176,516,850, and cost | 


$8,293,519, or 19 cents per hun- 
dred dollars. 

Thus the cost of floating three 
Canadian loans aggregating a 


fraction over a quarter of a billion | 


dollars was eleven millions; while 
at a cost of less than seventeen 
millions the United States Gov- 
ernment floated three loans ag- 
gregating nearly ten billions,

The Sacrifices of War 

On February 25, 1919, Sir Thomas 
White said—p. 83 of Hansard: 

“It will be an eternal source of 
pride to the people of this country 
that the first troops to enter Cam- 
bral, which was the great bastion 
of German defense on the west, 
wore the uniform of Canada, It 
will also be a source of pride to) 
the people of thie country that on) 
the last day of the war Canadian 
troops entered Mons, from which 
the British forces at the beginning 
of the war had been driven by over- 
whelming enemy forces.” 

Well, Sir, from the outset of this 
war 1 am on record as standing for 
the saving of the lives of the boys un- 
less it was absolutely necessary that 
they should be sacrificed, This wast- 
ing of gallant lives went so far that 
on one occasion I notified the British 
Government through Field Marshal 
Sir John French that this petty nib- 
bling, these foolish attacks-——‘stunts,” 
they called them— should cease, and 
that if these movements were to be 


}earried on the Canadian forces would 
lose hundreds of men with rio possible 


advantage as a result. They fought 
the battle of St. Julien without hav- 
ing gone through any of theese stunts 
fof training purposes and they had 
smashed ‘the German forces to a fin- 
ish. They did not need these stunts. 
the killing off of our boys and the 
wounding of them day after day tor 
no useful purpose, I to!d them that 
if thie thing continued I would sevd 
them Texas steers instead cf éoldlers. 
The Texas steers would afford ‘the 
German machine gunners practicaliy 
as much amuéement as our poor boys 
would, and an odd steer might get 
through the wire entangtements and 
gore the enemy, while our boys never 
could get through. But they estopped it. 
I also demanded that our boya be 
taken out of the Ypres salient. At 
this suggestion there was a good deal 
of snéering and much criticism came 
from various sources, but the British 
Government were only too glad to 


straighten the salient out and adopt 
the line that T had laid down with 
Kitchener in 19156. 


The Taking of Cambrai 

Now, about Cambrai, I know Cam- 
brai well. General Mewburn has 
seen Cambrai, and I venture to @ay 
that he would not waste the life of 
a Canadian soldier under his com- 
rand in attacking that town. I would 
not, anyway. I is a dirty, little one- 


common sense would send soldiers in 
there unless it was for his own glor!l- 
fication, 1 cannot comprehend. 

Our men were driven back on the 
29th and 80th of September, 1918, and 
the next morning I wrote to Sir Rob- 
ert Borden, thinking that we might 
be in time to savé some of the lade, 
though, of course, they were nearly 
Officers who 
went in with a thousand men came 
cut with 44, 50 and 60. Sone of mem- 
bers of this House went in to this at- 
tack and never returned—all through 
bull-headed stupidity. I wrote to the 
Prime Minister on October 1 as fol- 
lowe: 

“Dear Sir Robert—Once more I 
desire to draw your attention to the 
useless massacre of our Canadian 
boys as has needlessly occurred at 

Cambfai. Mark you, I am not one 

who thinks war can be won without 
of human life, but General 
Foch has shown the world, what I 
have always claimed that mind con- 
quers matter, 

“{ have on other occasions drawn 
your attention to the massacres at 
Lens, Passchendaele, etc., where 
the only apparent object was to 
glorify the general in command, 
and make it impossible, through 
butehery to have a Fifth and Sixth 
Division and two Army Corps, 

“In the present case, however, 
around Cambrai, it seems simply a 
cage of “‘bull-head,”’ and sending up 
our gallant lads against positions 
ewarming with machine guns and 
without our boys being properly 
supperted by tanks, or guns, to de- 
stroy ‘hese machine gun positions 
You may remember [ have @eug- 
gested repeatedly, thjs sort of thing 

guns io destroy machine gun po- 
sitions since the outset of the war. 

“I have no details other than 
general and special reports, but I 
know the locality thoroughly, and 
any general who would undertake 
to attack Cambrai by suburb or
